We have had difficulty in keeping 
the catch basins open as in many 
cases the connections to the sewers 
have been frozen. These are thawed 
out by steam.

Vie would suggest that you consider 
the question of petitioning the Pro- 
vincial Government to amend tho 
Public Utilities Act giving the Pub- | 
lie Utilities Commission jurisdic-' 
tion over fire insurance rates charged 
in Alberta, to see that no discrimin- 
ation js shown.

Some things 
woukl have to be neglected. Tho 
chief is on duty twelve hours a day, 
he is license inspector and he is tru- 
ancy officer for the public schools. If 
the dutics of health inspector wera 
not carried out to the letter, the 
public hea.th would sutfer. We have 
one of the healthiest communities in 
the Province; our death rate last 
year was the lowest of any city in 
the Dominion of Canada; there was 
no epidemic anmsonz children and he 
considered this due in a large mia- 
sure to the strict enforcement of the 
health act. Not only had we .a clean 
healthy city, but we were morally 
clean owing to the efficient work of 
our Chief of Police and he did not 
favor putting more work on him. 

Alderman Collison while favoring 
the cutting out of the health inspee- 
tor and having the Cnief do tle work 
agreed with the Mayor that last 
year was a rensarkaoly healthy year 
for the city, especially among child- 
ren, there’ not, being any cases ol 
children’s diseases to speak of. This 
would in a measure be due to a clean 
city, free from garbage and other 
matter. This was a side of the ques- 
tion which should be considered. 

The discussion was closed by the 
following motion introduced by Ald.

Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Ths sole head of a family, or any 
mate over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of avnilable 
Dominion land in - Manitoba, Saak- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in peraon at the Dom 
inion Lands Agenoy or Sub-Agenoy 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Preemption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a _ pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
coside six months in each of threes 
years, cultivate 50 aores and erect a 
honse worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

If only one could read it, 
and then proceed to discomfit and de- 
stroy the Germans. One _ naturally 
turns to those precepts that arc col- 
lected under the head, “How to be a 
Great Captain.” Napoleon was a great 
captain, and he knew undoubtedly how

Experience no Teacher 


Napoleon’ said it was remarkable 
that though he had fought sixty battles 
he knew no more when he finished 
than when he began. Cesar, too, 
fought his first battle like the last. 
He said that it was a great art in 
battles to change tke Hno of oper- 
ation during action. He attributed to 
this principle, of which he claimed to 
be the discoverer, his victory at Mar 
engo. The simplect manceuvres were, 
in his opinion, the best. He added: 
“Yet one must have common sense. 
I cannot understand how generals can 
make mistakes; it is perhaps because 
they wish to act by inspiration. The 
most difficult thing is to guess the 
plans of the enemy—to perceive the 
truth in all the conflicting reports that 
you receive. It is like a fist fight. 
The more one hits the better. It is 
necessary, however, to study the map 
carefully.” 

His observations about generals 
were to this effect: “The time for a 
commander-in-chief to work is night. 
[f he uselessly fatigues himself during 
the day he is worn out at night. At 
Vittoriz we were beaten because 
Joseph (Napoleon’s brother) slept too 
much. If I had slept the night of 
Eckmuhl I would never have executed 
that wonderful mancuvre, which was 
the finest I ever made. I multiplied 
myself by my activity. A general-in- 
chief ought not to sleep. The cssen- 
tial quality for a general is firmness— 
the rest is the gift of heaven. To 
be a good general one mut know 
mathematics; in a thousand circum- 
btances mathematics will serve to rec- 
tify ideas. Possibly I owe my success 
to my mathematical ideas. A general 
ought not to have too vivid an imagin- 
ation; that is worse than anything.

Free Wheat Motio 
is Beaten in 
HOUSE 


Parliament Rejects J. 
G. Turriff’s Resolution 
By 33 Majority 


Ottawa, Feb. 23.—By g vote of 77 
to 44 a government majority of 33, 
‘the free wheat question was finally 
disposed of for the present session in 
the commons this afternoon. The 
vote was taken alter-6, o’clock, Hon. 
Arthur Meighen, the solicitor-gener- 
‘al being allowed some overtime ip 
order to finish his remarks. 

W. I. McLean, Independent Con- 
servative (South York), voted with 
the Opposition. 

The resolution rejected was moved 
iby J. G. Turriff, Mast Assiniboia, 
and seconded by Robert Cruise, of 
Dauphin, as follows: : 

“That in the opinion of this kous 
in order to secure to the farmers

The Underwood tariff now in effect 
in the United States contains gn of- 
fer of free wheat and potatoes in re- 
turn for a similar concession o;, the 
Ipart of Canada.

He thought 
there was great room for industrial 
development in the prairie provinces 
and that Canadians should bend their 
energics to meet the new conditions 
which will prevail after the war. His 
policy was -‘‘Canada for the Cana- 
dians.”’ 

Hon. Arthur Meighen thought that 
the free wheat agitation was 90 per 
cent. political. He asserted that 
there was really no great demand for 
Canadian wheat in the United States 
and that free wheat would greatly 
injure the milling industry.

Portuguese | 


WHAT PORTUGAL PROMISED 

Despite many rumors since the out 
break of the war that Portugal was 
on the point of declaring a state of 
war with the Central Empires on ac 
count of her treaty relations with 
Great Britain no such declaration 
‘was over made. 

The Portuguese congress, by resolu 
tions on August 8, 1914, and on No- 
vember 23 of the same year, decided 
|that Portugal would co-operate with 
the Allies whenever that step scemed 
necessary. The Portuguost, with 
Great Britain, requires that the lat- 
ter be supplied with 10,000 Portu- 
guese troops when she was at war. 
Early in the war it was announced 
that Portuguese forces were fighting 
the Germans in Angola, West Africa. 

THE ANGOLA FIGHTING 


Angola belongs to Portugal and 
ad been invaded by German troops. 


The Portuguese casualties at 
that time were reported as 800, 
while the Germans were said to 


have lost 2200. It was later announc 
ed that tke Germans had evacuated 
Angola, 

The latest official Portuguese refer- 
ence to the attitude of the nation 
with regatd to the hostivities was a 
statement made on January 3 last 
by the president of the republic ata 
reception of members of parliament 
when he manifested a desire that 
sacred union of all parties be main- 
tained during the war so that the 
Allies may have reason to be satis- 
fied with the services rendered by the 
Portuguese nations.”

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CHILD AND WAR TALES 


Should Children be Instructed on De 
tails of Battle's Horrors? 


Many parents till ‘halt between 
two alternatives. Are children to be 
kept from war influence, or ought they 
to participate as far as they can in 
the lessons of the times? At one mo- 
ment it seems that the fact of war is 
too vast to be allowed to strain the 
childish imagination, and too terrible 
to be allowed to sully the childish 
dream. The next moment we remem- 
ber that the child of to-day will be the 
man or woman of to-morrow. But 
then, again, a counter-reaction sets in. 
The “little citizen’ verges closely up- 
on the little prig; cannot the children 
leave the war to bury its dead, and 
carry on their own new life, fresh and 
unsmirched, into a coming Europe 
that shall be quelled and pacified? It 
would be an infinite shame if we sent 
them forth into the future filled only 
with our own vague questionings; bet- 
ter leave them to think things out, 
later, in the clearer air that will re- 
place the fog of war. 

Should be Taught Simply 

Really both these views, between 
which the conscious parent swings, 
are aspects of the same truth. Chil- 
dren must realize the war; but they 
must also keep their outlook fresh 
and natural. They must know, but 
they must not be overburdened; they 
must have the elementary realism 
without the elemental horror. This 
presents a difficult problem. How 
are children to realize, and yet to es- 
cape all the pain that realization 
means. We have a tendency to shirk 
reasons and explanations; children 
have not. We can _ avoid over-em- 
phasis upon the facts of war by di- 
verting the child’s~ attention to such 
simple explanations of the causes of 
the war as he can understand. The 
horrors of war can be left on one 
side. The simple truth is paramount 
that mistrust and jealousy breed war 
as they breed other childish quarrels. 
Put in such simple terms, what the 
statesman of yesterday failed to make 
out can be made obvious to the child 
of to-day, with the great object-lesson 
at hand of the war of to-day. 


Italy's War Poet 


“Viva D’Annunzio!” the people 
shouted in the Itallan Chamber when, 
by 407 votes to 74, the country de- 
cided for war; and they hoisted shoul- 
der high the greatest living poet of 
Italy, whose martial writings have so 
inspired his countrymen. It is said 
of D'Annunzio that he has sung Italy 
Into war. An old cavalry officer, the 
poet knows what soldiering means. 

D’Annunzio is a fascinating and ex- 
‘traordinary personality. He is the 
Beau Brummell of Italy, his dress 
extravagances having at times been 
the talk of the world. His wardrobe 
is said to be more extensive and cost- 
ly than that of any millionaire living: 
He has a new sult for every day in 
the year, the sartorial artists of Rome 
and Paris contributing to his ward- 
robe. No doubt there is. much exag- 
geration in the stories of his extrava- 
gances, but the fact remains that he 
has periodically set male fashions in 
Rome. 

The poet’s idea of the value of 
money may be gathered from the fact 
that’ when he was offered $15,000 to 
give a series of lectures in South 
America he telegraphed as follows: 
“I was disposed to cross the Atlantic; 
but not for a box of cigars. Thanks 
all the same.” 

D’Annunzio has a wonderful capa- 
city for work, and he attributes his 
remarkable powers to the fact that 
all his work is done at night. At eight 
o’clock in the evening, after a sub- 
stantial meal, he sits down at his 
desk, and as a rule works steadily on 
until nine o’clock next morning. One 
of his eccentricities is to follow the 
example of Mme. Bernhardt and have 
his own sepulchre built, requisition- 
ing for the work the services of one 
of the most famous Italian architects. 


UNPROFITABLE HENS 


Some Reasons Why They Fail to Bo 
come RegiHar Layers 


— 


Most hens, if they live long enough, 
lay some eggs, but all hens do not 
lay the number of eggs that nature 
intended they should. The repro- 
ductive orga: ; of the female are the 
source of the eggs, “nd in the: cvar- 
fes of the hen is a mass of yolks of 
various sizes, from full grown to 
little specks that can not be seen 
with the naked eye. Even a small 
reading glass will reveal others, and 
it is claimed that the entire number 
may vary from 500 to 3,600. It fs 
believed by scme that the number of 
yolks in each bird is definitely and 
constitut‘onally fixed, 2nd that a fowl 
Can not !ay morc than were endowed 
upon her at the beginning. The aim 
in poultry husbandry is to encourage 
the hen to develop these yolks to a 
normal size, when the remaining 
mechanism Of a mature hen will prob- 
ably complete the operation of iaying. 
As each yolk or ovule reaches matur- 
ity it passes into the oviduct. In Its 
voyage through this passage it {fs 
covered with layers of albumen, the 
white, and finally with tho lining 
membranes and shell, 

To encourage egg laying is to cause 
a development of a number of these 
small yolks which otherwise might He 
dormant in the ovaries. A hen might 
lay as many eggs in two years undor 
favorable conditions, as she would in 
six when food, environment and other 
conditions were adverse. The pro- 
duction of eggs dépends upon the 
functional activity of the reproductive 
organs, and thcso orgaus aro directly 
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under the fMmfluences that the poultry 
keeper can’ Jarge:y control. It is 
claimed nowadays that egg-laying pro- 
Olivities are transmitted through the 
male instead of the female, and th? 
fact that a pullet is the daughter of 
a heavy-laying hen is no guarantee 
that she will excel in that regard. 
Apparently it must come from the 
grandmother through the sire, and no 
doubt it is the number of ovules or 
yolks that are influenced in this way. 


‘Consequently to ensure heavy pro: 


duction, housing, feeding and good 
care should not be expended apon 
birds whose sires do not carry pro- 
Pensities that promise heavy laying. 


WILL PAY FAIR WAGES 


Ontario Government Decided on Im. 
portant Step in Interests of Labor 


The fair wage rule is to apply in 
future on all contracts let by the On- 
tario Government. This announce- 
ment was made by Hon. BF. G. Mac- 
diarmid, Minister of Public Works, 
and is to be carried out in all parts 
of the Province wherever government 
work is being done. To implement 
this decision an effort is being made 
by Hon. Mr. Macdiarmid to secure 
from the Trades and Labor Councils 
throughout the Province e schedule 
02 local rates paid to workingmen, so 
that when the fair wage clause Is 
inserted in contracts the Govern- 
ment will be assured that the work- 
ingmen are being paid on a proper 
basis. “All we ask,” said Mr. Mae- 
Diarmid, “is that the workingmen 
supply us with the information re- 
garding the rates of wages paid in 
tbe different localities. A return of 
this information is made by a ma- 
jority of the Jabor unions to the Labor 
Bureau of the Department of Public 
Works once a year, but these returns 
are not ay complete as they should 
be, but UT trust the workers and or- 
ganized labor will see that the re- 
turns are sent in without delay to 
the Labor Bureau and every co- 
operation extended to make the 
clause work successfully.”

BIBLICAL ARTILLERY 


Great Work of Monster Guns In Old- 
en Times Described 

R. O. Wynne-Roberts writes in the 
Canadian Engineer: Engineers have 
been busy from Biblical times to the 
present in building guns. It is re- 
eorded in the Old Testament (II. 
Chronicles 26:15) that there were 
“engines invented by cunning men to 
shoot arrows and great stones.” An 
Interesting statement given in the 
Encyclopredia Britannica is that the 
Turks, when they hésieged Constan- 
tinople in 1453, used a great forcw of 
artillery and also some _ monster 
pieces. Some of the latter survived 
for over 350 years and engaged the 
British squadron in 1807 when a 
stone shot weighing 700 pounds cut 
the main mast of the admiral’s flag- 
ship in two. Artillery was employed 
& early wars, but its mobility and 
position in warfare were first estab- 
lished by a Swedish officer, Gustavus 
Adolphus, in 1631. The artillery 
branch of the military service was 
aot developed and organized in Eng- 
land in the early days as it was on 
the continent of Europe, for it is 
Btated that in the time of Queen 
Elizabeth the gunners in the London 
Tower wero old men, some 90 years 
of age. Yet, it was in good Queen 
Bess’s time that the Spanish Armada 
set sall from Spain for England and 
was defeated in 1688 when the Brit. 
Ish proved the power of their cannon

OLD EARTH HAS HAD MANY 
“ICE AGES.” 


Prof. Atwood in U.S. Geological 
urvey. 

More than fifty years ago it was re 
ognized by English geologists that 
certain masses of gravel and breccia 
and certain planed and grooved rock 
urtaces in rocks of Permian age in 
India indicated a glacial epoch vast- 
ly older than that of the Canadian 
ice sheets, but it is only within the 
last thirty years that geologists 
have learned that glacial conditions 
have recurred at many times in the 
earth's history. The evidence of this 
has been found in all continents, in 
Europe, Asia, Africa, Australia, 
South and North America. The form 
ation of great ice sheets took placa 
at different periods in the larger di- 
visions of geologic time back to the 
Proterozoic—that is, to the age of 
the oldest known sedimentary rock, a 
great many million years ago.

THE SPEECH FROM THE 
THRON Is 

Mr. Speaker and nuembers of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

It gives me pleasure to welcome 
you to the fourth session of the third 
legislature of the Province of Alberta 

lt is to me a source of gratilica- 
tion that this, my first opportunity 
of bidding you welcome at the open- 
ing of a session, is at a time when we 
have cause for great rejoiwing over 
tne bountiful harvest which has been 
the result of the Javors of our peo- 
ple, under Divine guidance. Never 
before in the history of this or 
any other country have the labors 
of farmers been repaid by such great 


results, and probably there never 
could have been a ‘itne when they 
were mare required i ite apterests 


of the people and of vealter adVvan- 
tage to the empire.

For many years there has been a 
growing feeling that the eyuality of

Responsible 
Government 


(In answer to an article on ‘‘Re- 
jsponsible Government” appearing in 
The Albertan, Calgary, on February 
7th. ) 

To the Editor of ‘‘The News” — 

Dear Sir,—An editorial in The Al- 
\bertan of Iebruary 7th, entitled ‘‘Ke- 
sponsible Government’ has reached 
me while travolling east. As it is 
evidently written under a misunder- 
standing, it, calls fur some explana- 
tion. 

The Executive of the Alberta Tem- 
perance and Moral Reform, League, 
meeting in Red Deer last July, just 
after the vote on Prohibition, uyani- 
‘mously decided to ask the Provincial 
Government for an Independent Com- 
‘mission to adniinister The Liquor 
;Act. This decision was again consid- 
‘ered by the Sub-Kxecutive on De 
‘cenvber Yth last, when a delegation 
;wasS appointed to wait on the Gov- 
sermment that same day and make a 
formal request for such Com- 
‘mission. Clause 7 of the Act permits 
a commission being appointed by the 
Lieutenant Governoi-in-Council and 
‘it was under this clause that the re- 
juuest was made. The delegates’ re- 
jquest was couched in the following 
words:— 

“We aro making but one request of 
the Government and that, in our 
;opinion, is a vital one, and sticcess 
jof the Liquor Act depends largely 
‘upon its acceptance. Vie ask the Gov- 
ernment to appoint an Independent 
Commission who will have full power 


‘in operating and enforcing the Act 
the;and in appointing all officers such as 


vendors, inspectors, agents, etc. Also 
that the Commission thus appointed 
men of unquestioned inte- 


a, vee 3 if if es Ce Fay th ‘ q

{the Act thoy are asked to enforce. 


These men would then be appointed 
by, and responsible to, the Govern- 
ment.”’ 

Many of our local and constituency 
organizations have gone carefuily in- 
to this matter and have sent jeti- 
tions to the Government = also 
various Members, asking f-.r such 
Commission. The United I'armers of 
Alberta, at Calgary last May, pass- 
ed, without an opposing vote oc dis- 
senting voice, a strong resolution for 
an Independent Commission, A num- 
ber of organizations throughout the 
Province have taken similar action. 
At the recent Convention of cur or- 
ganization there was, at first, g dif- 
ference of opinion on this matter in 
the Resolution Committee, but final- 
ly the Committee adopted unanimous 
ly a resolution favoring an Independ- 
ent Commission and this resolution 
was passed by the Convention with- 
out an opposing vote. ‘Throughout 
the Province there is practically only 
one mind in this matter and that is 
a universal opinion in favor of the 
Commission which has been asked for 

Apparently a misapprehension has 
avisen through the use of the word 
“independent.’’ It might have been 
better to omit it and ask only fora 
“Commission” then the misunder- 
standing that has arisen would have 
been avoided. The temperance people 
of the Province had no thought of 
lessening the Government’s responsi- 
bility one iota and their request was 
that such Commission should be ap- 
pointed by, and responsible to, the 
Government, 

Had the framrers of the Liquor Act 
so Wished, they could easily have in- 
corporated a clause taking the wholo 
responsibility out of the hands of the 
Government and placing it where- 
ever they deemed best, but this was 
the very thing they did not desire 
to do. The Government was, there- 
fore, made fully responsible by the 
deliberate act of the temperance peo- 
ple. 

But itis clear to be scen that the 
Government as a whole cannot ad- 
minister the Act; they must delegate 
their power to some person or per- 
sons. Would it lessen their responsi- 
bility because they appointed per- 
sons of unquestioned integrity and 
of known sympathy with the Act ? 

It is well-known that. there were 
members of the Government and al- 
so of the Opposition who were not 
only out of sympathy with the Act 
but who did their best to secure its 
defeat. What hope for success would 
there be if the Act should fall into 
the hands of these men? Already 
there has been a rush for jobs by the 
very men that will go out of the 
booze business on July Ist next. The 
act is dsomed to failure if its cnami- 
es are called upon to enforce it. If 
the Liquor Act is to be a s:ccess it 
must be placed in the hands of its 
friends. 

The only independence that was in 
the mind of the petitioners was a 
measure of freedom from partizan in 
fluences. They did not wish the Act 
to be a football by whichever party 
happened to be in power, but that 
tho men appointed to enforce it 
should be chosen rather for their 
integrity and sympathy with the Act 
than for any political service render- 
ed any party. Already the Govern- 
ment itself has justified our request 
by the creation of the very machin- 
ery we are asking for; namely, the 
appointment of g Utilities Commis- 
sion which is already at work. , 

If a Commission to administer The 
Liquor Act is a menace to responsi- 
ble government then so must be the 
Commission to supervise the provin- 
cial utilities, but as yet no one has 
publicly charged that the Utilities 
Commission was above the Govern- 
ment and independent of it, even 
though its Commissioners have been 
appointed for q period of ten years 
upon good conduct. If there is any 
difference between the two it is that 
the Utilities Commission is further 
removed from responsible govern- 
ment than the Commission which tthe 
temperance people have requested. 

What have Saskatchewan and On- 
tario done in this matter? In Sask- 
atchewan the Government has 
divided the work into three 
departments ; liquor stores, law 
enforcement and hotel accommoda- 
dation, and has appointed three civ- 
ilians to administer these depart- 
ments. One of the Commissioners re- 
signed a seat in the House to accept 
the new position. The three men are 
of known sympathy with the law ang 
have selected men with similar pre- 
dispositions to act under them. It is 
no wonder that the new law there is 
meeting with such warm apprecia- 
tion. 

In Ontario a somewhat similar law 
has been passed. A Commission of 
five men of pronounced temperance 
views }as been appointed and they 
have full control in the granting or 
cancelling of licenses. and in Alhverta 
we have q License Commissivn which 
grants and cancels licenses and 
which has a measure of authority. 
The only difference between this Com 
mission and the one being askeg for, 
is the question of certain qualifica- 
tions for office and a freer hand in 
party matters. 

In closing, permit me to say that 
in temperance matters, no one his 
wore right to be heard than the Al- 
bertan because of its strenavas fight 
in the recent campaign bar I fear 
that its editor has read more into 
the word ‘‘independent’’ thon was 
ever intended, and I ‘iust this ex- 
planation will give him: an entirely 
different viewpoint on ths matter.

Compulsory 


London, Feb. 24.—The operation of 
the compulsory military act is prov- 
ing anything but smooth and the 
nvgasure seems destined to make 
much trouble for the authorities. 
The tribunals which are sitting all 
over the country to hear the claims 
for exdmption are having a strenuous 
time. The volume of applications is 
enormous, and despite prolonged sit- 
tings the tribunals are unable to 
overtake the mass of appeals. As 
fast as one batch ot appeals is dis- 
posed of another equally large has 
accumulated, while the decisions ap- 
perently please nobody. 

FEW REAL EXEMPTIONS 

Very few actual exemptions have 
yet been granted, but in numberless 
cases the men have been put back for 
periods varying from two to six 
months. These postponements are 
causing intense dissatisfaction. The 
nawspapers complain that the men 
are wanted now, not at some imndefi- 
nite period in the future and these 
postponements mean an earlier eall 
on married men.
